Al expressed tne tenderest sympathy
and the liveltest sorrow for the wvictims who are |
pudfering irom, and the bereaved who lost friends |
beloved 1o, that appalllng disaster. Early in the |
day Mayor Wickbam wisited and examined the
bauaings.
THE JURY VIEW THE DEATH TRAP.

At ten o’clock the jury summoned by the Coro-
mer on the previous duy met at the Sixth precinet |
station house, On their faces was that expression |
of intense seriousness which betokens the occur- |
rence of & distressing event.

Coroner Eickhoff and Captain Lowery they went |
